Field crop progress 

slowed considerably hindered by precipitation that appeared early 

in the week and did not relent until the weekend. Opportunities 

for fieldwork were very limited but included manure spreading, 

cutting corn silage and equipment maintenance.

None 

are being harvested yet as still very much green. No corn silage 

has been harvested either. No hay harvested this week with wet 

weather and field conditions. No small grains or cover crops 

seeded this week due to wet weather. Peaches are still be 

harvested but about done. Still available at farmers markets and 

producers fruit stands at their farms. Apples continue to be 

harvested also. The producers are concerned about quality and 

also about how the apples will keep over time with the weather 

we've been having. Apples having more diseases due to weather 

also. Vegetables continue to be harvested and marketed around 

the county. Wet weather isn't helping them either. Over all the 

producers are still busy with readying their harvesting equipment 

and seeding equipment for fall seedings when the weather breaks 

to do anything in the fields.
